Entered  as  second  class 
matter,  May  7,  1935,  at  the  Post  Office  at  Brevard,  N.  C,  Under  the  Act  of  August  24,  1912. 
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Brevard  College  is  the  result  of  a  merger  of  Rutherford  College  and 
Weaver  College.  This  merger  was  effected  in  1933  and  Brevard  was 
opened  in  September,  1934.  As  an  institution  of  The  Methodist  Church, 
the  college  places  primary  emphasis  on  the  principles  of  Christian  educa- 
tion and  sound  scholarship.

The 
climate  is  exceptional  in  ev- 
ery respect. 
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There  is  a  natural  beauty  about  the  Brevard  College  campus  which  it  is 
difficult  to  surpass.  Under  the  able  direction  of  Mr.  John  Leon  Hoffman, 
a  landscape  architect  of  Atlanta,  the  campus  is  being  further  developed. 
All  new  buildings  are  being  properly  placed.  Roads  and  walks  are  being 
laid  out  according  to  a  general  over-all  design.  Trees  are  being  carefully 
protected  and  new  plantings  are  being  made  from  time  to  time.  As  other 
new  buildings  are  added,  the  college  rectangle  will  assume  definite  form. 
The  administration  very  wisely  decided  years  ago  that  all  buildings  should 
be  developed  according  to  a  general  pattern  which  would  make  a  beautiful 
campus.  Visitors  remark  on  the  natural  beauty  of  the  campus  and  the 
wonderful  opportunities  for  still  further  development.  Provision  has  been 
made  to  extend  the  campus  over  a  much  larger  area  when  it  becomes 
necessary,  and  when  funds  can  be  made  available,  hicluded  in  the  plan 
is  an  outdoor  theatre,  an  arboretum,  and  a  beautiful  athletic  field.  Provision 
is  being  made  for  lighting  the  entire  campus  so  that  it  will  present  an  un- 
usually beautiful  appearance  at  night. 
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Brevard  College  offers  the  traditional  freshman  and  sophomore  years, 
which  are  the  years  offered  in  any  good  junior  college. 

A  preceding  year  of  a  special  nature  will  be  offered  for  those  students 
who  need  such  a  transition  period  as  preparation  for  college  work.  This 
year  of  special  work  will  not  carry  college  credit  and  will  not  be  required 
of  students  who  are  adequately  prepared  for  successful  college  work.  The 
college  will  offer  courses  in  the  last  two  years  of  high  school  work  in  its 
summer  term  only.

Brevard  College  was  opened  in  1934  with  an  enrollment  of  390  students. 
Year  by  ^'ear  the  enrollment  has  been  maintained  on  a  fairly  regular  level, 
except  for  the  war  Aears  when  the  number  of  \'oung  men  dropped  off 
considerably.  After  the  close  of  the  war,  the  enrollment  increased  rapidly 
with  the  influx  of  hundreds  of  veterans.  This  \'ear  Erevard  has  more  than 
five  hundred  students. 

We  now  have  dormitorA'  space  for  three  hundred  men  and  about  two 
hundred  women.  A  new  libran'  and  a  new  infirmar\'  were  completed  in 
1948.  Recent  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  g\aiinasium,  and  plans 
are  now  be  no;  made  to  build  a  stadium  and  put  lights  on  the  athletic  field. 

New  structures  now  being  projected  include  a  new  science  building, 
a  new  auditorium  and  fine  arts  building,  additional  dormitor\'  space  for 
\'oung  women,  a  new  dormitor\'  for  \oung  men,  a  central  heating  plant 
and  a  student  luiion  building. 

Friends  of  Brevard  College  maA'  help  in  the  training  of  \'oung  people 
for  responsible  positions  in  church  and  state  hx  their  financial  contributions 
to  ^n\  part  of  the  college  program.  The  pra\'ers  and  financial  assistance 
of  our  numerous  friends  are  solicited  for  the  expansion  program  which  will 
include  these  buildings  and  an  increased  endowment  of  $1,500,000.  In 
this  way  it  will  be  possible  to  guarantee  the  continued  efficient  operation 
of  the  college.

and  other  activities  promote  a  normal  cultural,  social,  and  intel- 
lectual development. 
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As  soon  as  the  student  decides  to  attend  college,  he  should  write  for 
application  blanks  and  a  cop\'  of  the  complete  college  catalogue.  After  the 
student  files  his  application,  including  the  transcript  of  his  high  school 
credits,  his  certificate  will  be  examined  by  the  Committee  on  Admissions 
and  the  Registrar  will  notify  him  of  their  decision. 

Students  may  be  admitted  to  the  college  b\'  certificate  of  the  high  school 
principal  or  hv  examinations. 

A  deposit  fee  of  $5.00  is  required  with  all  applications.  This  fee  is  not 
refundable  after  September  1.  Veterans  who  live  off  the  college  campus 
will  not  be  expected  to  make  the  deposit;  nor  will  students  who  live  in  the 
communit\'  and  commute  from  their  homes  daily. 

Veterans  shoi  Id  appK'  for  a  Certificate  of  Eligibilit\'  in  ample  time  to 
have  it  before  the  opening  date  of  college.  The  application  form  should 
be  obtained  from  the  Veterans  Administration.  Applications  of  all  veterans 
must  be  accompanied  h\  a  certified  copy  of  the  honorable  discharge  or 
certificate  of  service. 
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The  average  cost  of  attending  Brevard  College  for  a  full  year  of  nine 
months  is  practically  $525.  Personal  items  such  as  books,  laundrvs  and 
spending  mone\'  are  extra,  and  of  course  they  vary  with  the  individual 
student. 

The  expenses  for  the  year  are  equally  divided  between  the  winter  and 
spring  semesters.  Our  experience  leads  us  to  adopt  a  strictly  cash  basis  of 
operation.  If  bills  are  not  paid  when  due,  a  carrying  charge  of  $3.00  will 
be  made.  Failure  to  pa^'  within  two  weeks  after  the  submission  of  the 
regular  quarterh'  bills  will  bring  automatic  suspension  from  all  classes  until 
the  bill  is  paid.  Credits  will  be  released  for  students  only  when  all  accounts 
with  the  college  are  paid  in  full.
